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FOOD AND EXTORTION. 

Food prices were virtually on the famine basis 
last year. They have been forced higher systemat- 
ically in years of the greatest abundance than 
they might naturally in years of crop failure and 
scarcity. When this is a result of holding back 
on the market, weather reports showing rainfall 
below the average for a given month may supply 
the excuse for extortion, systematic already and 
ready to cross the line beyond whieh it begins 
depriving an increasing number of people of the 
foods which are absolute necessaries of life. 

The simplicities of this situation do not demand 
from the public any long study of official reports 
on the agriculture of the United States. If food 
scarcity ever dges become real, the fact which 
may be taken ¥. granted by all concerned is 
that there will be no public’ toleration for the 
combination of real and artificial scarcity in 
food prices. The artificial element which now 
represents the habit of extortion from city con- 
sumers wil] be eliminated by determined public 


action.

PRINCE HENRY ON AEROPLANING. 

Prince Henry of Prussia, who is an expert 
Wright flier, after years of experiment says that

A PRACTICAL REFORM PROGRAM. 

In watching the great fight now going on be- 
tween monopoly and individual interests it is 
easy to forget that there are organizations in 
the country that are doing good work for the in- 
dividual in protecting him in the exercise and 
enjoyment of his rights. Prosecutions by the 
officers of the Government are necessary and 
produce useful results, but there are supple- 
mentary forces at work that are of almost equal] 
value. Prominent among these is the National 
Civic Federation, whose various forms of activ- 
ity are not as well understood as they should be 

The more important subjects which are now 
engaging the attention of the state councils In 27 
states are: Regulation of industrial corpora- 
tions: regulation of railroads and municipal 
utilities; banking and currency; taxation; insur- 
ance; reform in legal procedure; pure food and 
drugs; workmen’s compensation; industrial 
mediation and arbitration; good roads and au- 
tomobile regulation, and the commercial meas- 
ures drafted by the commissioners on uniform 
state laws, such as negotiable notes, bills of lad- 
ing, etc. 

The regulation of corporations and questions 
dealing with the limitations of combinations in 
restraint of trade have been considered by the 


1 Civic Federation at two national conferences. 


It will probably surprise some people to learn 
that the federation, as long ago is 1907, adopted 
resolutions recommending that any proposed 
legislation should include modification of the 
prohibitions now existing on the subject of na- 
tional.and local organizations of labor and their 
trade agreements with employers relating to 
wages, hours of labor and conditions of employ- 
ment, and associations made up of farmers, in- 
tended to secure a stable and equitable market 
for the products of the soil, free from fluctua- 
tions due to speculation. The federation is alsa 
in favor of enforcing the Sherman act until 
something better has been devised. 

An inquiry made by a commission of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation into the relative merits 
of private versus public operation of quasi-public 
utilities in this country and in England, which 
commission contained not only officers of repre- 
sentative public utility corporations, but leaders 
of movements advocating municipal operation of 
such utilities and prominent publicists and labor 
officials, resulted in a declaration by the com- 
mission for adequate regulation by a competent 
public authority. The recommendation was also 
made that no stock or bonds for public utilities 
be issued without the approval of some compe- 
teht public authority. 

The Civic Federation stands for compulsory 
compensation to workingmen for industrial acci- 
dents, and for their prevention, which is still 
more important. The American Federation of 
Labor sent out to its local unions, with its in- 
dorsement, 20,000 copies of the Civic Federation’s 
mode] or sketch bill on workmen’s compensa- 
tion. The Civic Federation has also taken up the 
subject of pension for employes, both priyate and 
public, and is feeling its way toward a solution 
of that most difficult problem. 

In the matter of obtaining reform in legal pro- 
cedure the Civic Federation is co-operating with 
the American Bar Association and trying to se- 
cure through congressional action a simplified 
practice act for the Federal courts, which may 
become the basis for a reformed practice act In 
the several states. 

The need for uniformity in state taxation is an 
important part of the program of the Civic Fed- 
eration, and it has experts in its service who are 
striving to bring order out of the present condi- 
tion of chaos in regard to taxation. Our various 
systems are full of injustice and inequality. 

Recognizing the value of the Federal pure food 
and drug act, the Civic Federation is throwing 
all its influence for the enforcement of that act 
and the various state acts which are modeled 
on it. This is only a bare and meager outline of 
the activities of the federation, but it is enough 
to indicate that a grand and beneficial work is 
in a fair way of being accomplished by one of the 
most remarkable national organizations that ever 
arose from the American sense of justice, which 
has moved men and women in all ranks of life 
to attempt to remedy many of the evils which 
afflict the social body, evils for which the whole 
community is responsible.

In his zeal for Jeffersonian simplicity,.Charles 
J Maurer overlooks the fact that the severely 
plain people, while hating pageantry in its sig- 
néfication of class, love it for itself.

selves with it. We have in this country a noble 


list of: noble orders that exist almost as much 
for the purpose of display as for fraternal objects 
and the relief of the widow and the orphan by 
the payment of death benefits and insurance. 
The American man has made for himself in- 
numerable orders that in due season glitter in 
gorgeous regalia. Helmets, swords, axes, bald- 
ries, tinsel, gold lace and all other insignia of 
chivalry are borne by men whose uniforms are 
masterpieces of the tailor’s art. Knights and 
Sir Knights in the United States are as the stars 
in the heavens for brilliance, the rainbow for 
color and the sands by the seashore for multi- 
tude. And when they parade, which they fre-

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UNPROLIFIC GENIUS. 

A. Maurice Low, who has been making a 
psychological study of the American people, dis- 
covers with characterically foreign enthusiasm 
that our historical American families do not 
perpetuate themselves. He says: 

There is not in public life in America to- 
day a single man who bears the name of any 
man who played a part in the Revolution, or 
whye name was appended to the Declaration 
of ‘ndependence, or who sat in the convention 
that framed the Constitution. There are in 
public life a few, a very few, men. who can 
trace their descent collaterally .to colonial 
times, but the possessors of h‘storic names 
have gone. Neither in state-craft nor diplom- 
acy is there a Washington, an Adams, a Jef- 
ferson, a Madison, a Monroe or a Jacksor, 
there is no Franklin or Otis or Hamilton or 
Sherman; no Marion or Greene or Putnam or 
Lee. The men whose genius welded the scat- 
tered colonies into an empire and set the in- 
fant nation on its way to greatness either 
died childless or left small families. 


We protest, albeit mildly, that a James School- 
craft Sherman is even at this time vice-presi- 
dent of the United States—mildly because, if he 
were serving in that high office with any con- 
Spicuous ability Mr. Low would have discovered 
him there himself. There is, however, nothing 
peculiar to America in the manner in which 
the historical lines have run out. It has 
been the way of the world from the be- 
ginning of history. Genius has ever been dis- 
posed to be chilldless. Prosper Lucas thought 
that as dwarfs and giants are rarely prolific, so 
men of prodigiously large or small intellectual 
powers may be expected to be deficient in fer- 
tility. 
was unable to arrive at’ what he regarded as a 
right judgment pf the question, and refused to 
believe, as somé eminent students of heredity 
have done, that true genius is invariably {solated. 
He admitted what he called a surprising number 
of able men without descendants, but he at- 
tributed it to other contributory causes than an 
inherent tendency of greatness to be barren. Al- 
exander and Caesar, for instance, each of whom 
left a puny son of few years, were for the most 
part away to the wars and did not lead domestic 
lives, 

In the cases of many other able men Galton 
found that they had married heiresses for the 
purpose of maintaining themselves as befitted 
their station, and heiresses he classed as the 
most unlikely of mothers by virtue of the fact 
that had their lines remained fertile and pro- 
duced men there would have been no such hetr- 
esses for genius to marry. He also believed that 
men without offspring more usually made 
sreater names than men who divided their lives 
between their families and their careers, 

There is really no getting at the solution of 
this mystery, and Mr. Low has not attempted 
to say why the historical lines in America have 
run out. It is, as Galton and others have con- 
cluded, probably caused by so many things that 
there is no determining what their’ relative in- 
fluence is.

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PAUL DE LONGPRE. \ 
There died at his home in Los Angeles the 
other day Paul de Longpre, painter of flowers. 
A wraith of a man in his latter years, ethereal 
as some of the flowers among which he lived 
and worked, he was a conspicuous figure in the 
art world of the Coast. Paul de Longpre sought 
to interpret what all of us in some degree feel 
in the presence of flowers, and, while he did not 
succeed to the same imaginative extent that Corot 
did in the painting of trees or Alma-Tadema 
in the interpretation of the cold beauty of mar- 
ble, he still did a be-utiful life’s work, made for 
himself an enviable name, and, like another Paul, 
did well the one thing he had to do. Innumer- 
able visitors to the Coast sought out the villa of 
Paul de Longpre. He illustrated in a wonder- 
fully helpful way Emerson’s observation that 
if.a single man plant himself indomitably on his 
instincts and there abide, the huge world will 
come round to him.

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GUN FOR BIRDMEN, 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

It has been quietly whispered for some time 
that the ordnance experts in Washington and 
elsewhere have been developing a gun and shell 
which would be fruitful when used against \u 
flock of balloons or a covey of aeroplanes. Now 
it has been given out that not only has such a 
with its auxiliary carriage, been perfected, 
but that a shell has been perfected that is quite 
the last cry in the destructive skyrocket line. 
The gun itself is a six-pounder which has a range 
of over ten miles, weighs half a ton, and is mo- 
bile. The carriage is so made that the gun can 
be aimed from horizontal to vertical and can be 
swung in a full half eircle. This is simple enough 
for even the tyro to comprehend; the shell for 
this gun is its attractive feature. It is what .s 
known as a “tracer.” In its base {s a gas cham- 
ber, and when the shell is fired the gas begins 
to blaze as the shell starts on its trip. It leaves 
a trail like a rocket and as ic has a velocity of 
2400 feet a second, as a piece of fireworks It 
should be great. But as an engine of destruction 
it is worse. “The velocity gives it great penetra- 
tion, and it also has a charge of dunnite in its 
stomach which is fired by the time fuse. The 
burnifg gas allows the gunner to follow the 
flight of his shell and so correct any errors. It 
is understood that the gun is to be tested on 
box kites and captive balloons at Sandy Hook 


next month. 





COLD STORAGE ABROAD. 


From the Scientific American. 

Many of the European cities are following the 
example of America as regards cold-storage 
plants. Paris is one of the centers where such 
questions are now being promoted, and the Refrig- 
erating Society is endeavoring to bring such ques- 
tions before engineers and manufacturers. Not 
long since there has been built a large cold stor- 
age plant in the suburbs of Paris and lying on the 
North railroad. It is designed to store home pro- 
ducts which are to be expected as well as foreign 
products brought in by rail to be consumed in the 
city. There are now eleven cold storage chambers 
in operation. A convenient system is the use of 
an automobile wagon with freezing compartments 
which plies between the city. and the storage 
house. It carries the products to the sellers in 
town, and also takes ‘back the unsold products 
for storage.—From Scientific American,

JUST A MINUTE. 


ABOUT CRANKS, 
Persons having some secret allidnce with im- 
Inordinate 
love for publicity, a constant tendency to play tc 
the grand stand, and an abnormal appetite for 
facts are all offered as evidence that he is w 
crank, ° : 

We think so, too. If we didn’t we would just 
as soon see him fired. A crank is not always 
tractable, but when they are harness-broke they 
are absolutely indispensable. It is said that it 
takes a crook to catch a crook. That is not so 
Crooks work: together like the sidewheels of a 
steamboat. But a crank can catch a crook. Al- 
most every one of them caught has been taken 
that way. <A crank is not like oiher men. He 
lacks the individual independence and selfish- 
ness of the rest. A crank only feels himself a 
cog in the great social machine. For instance, the 
rest of us are almost unconscious of the national! 
debt, We are only vaguely aware of it as some- 
thing all of us owe. A crank, upon the other 
hand, is vividly conscious of it. He regards it as 
something of which he owes his individual share. 
This is what is technically known. as the social 
sense. Normal people almost never have it. They 
will shoulder upon society whatever they can and 
serve it only when they cannot get out of it. 

The genius of Mr. Roosevelt was that, being 4 
crank, he surrounded himself with other cranks. 
He gave us Pinchot, an invaluable crank, and 
thence, too, came into public service the pestifer- 
ous Wiley. What Wiley has saved us, how much 
of nourishment we never had gotten, what heat 
units fending against the cold, what plagues of 
impurity, and what deception for trust. only good- 
ness knows. No ordinary person would or could 
have done it. Wiley could. Wiley is a crank. 

Some years ago there was a Denver & Rio 
Grande station agent at Mancos, Colo., who had 4 
pet magpie.

AN INTIMATE FRIEND OF 
KAISER’S DAUGHTER

LUCCA, Italy, July 15.—Princess Zita of Parma 
and Archduke Charles Francis Joseph, second in 
line of succession to the dual throne of Austria- 
Hungary, are to be married in the last week of 
October in the chapel of the imperial palace in 
Vienna. That is the provisional arrangement. 

On her return from Rome, where she lately re- 
ceived the Papal blessing, the young Princess will 
make her obeisance to Francis Joseph at Lainz, 
from which place it has been found impossible to 
move him. 

Afterward she will be presented at a great 
court ball at Schoenbrunn, but neither the aged 
Emperor nor the Duchess of Hohenberg, the mor- 
gwanatic wife of his heir presumptive, will be 
there. 

It is interesting to note that the future Em- 
press of Austria has long been an intimate friend 
ef Emperor William's only daughter, whom rumor 
eften betrothed to the Austrian heir. 

Princess Zita is the thirteenth of the 80 chil- 
@ren of Duke Robert of Parma, nine of them be- 
ing sons, 11 daughters. 

WON AT VILLA PIANORE. 

The villa where the betrothal teok place— 
Pianore, near here in Tuscany—is the last of the 
late Duke’s Italian possessions and greatly fav- 
vored by the family as a summer residence. The 
widowed Duchess, Infanta Maria Antonia of Portu- 
gal, was a great beauty. She is the youngest and 
handsomest of the six Braganza sisters, whose 
brother is Don Miguel, the pretender to the throne 
of Portugal, and one of whose nephews, the Duke 
of Vizeu, married Anita Stewart of New York. 

Undoubtedly the match was made by the Arch- 
Duchess Maria Theresa, the sister of the heir 
to the Austrian throne, Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand. 

Infanta Antonia at the age of 28 became the 
second wife of Robert Duke of Parma, a widower 
and the father of eight children by his first wife, 
Princess Maria Pia of Bourbon, Sicily. Of course 
he was no real Duke of Parma, since that duke- 
Gom was incorporated in the Kingdom of Italy 
when he was 10 years old. But all the dethroned 
princes who have found a home in Austria have 
NWked to shine with their titles, which they never 
ceased to hope would become real again. In this 
case the title was Grand Duke of Tuscany, King 
of Hanover, Duke of Brunswick, Duke of Parma, 
King of Naples. Duke Robert passed away four 
years ago, leaving immense property, a widow and 
20 children. Of the first wife’s eight children 
three are norma!—Princess Marie Theresa, Prince 
Elias and Princess Beatrice. Five are. weak-mind- 
e4 and though they lived in their father’s house 
always had to have attendants with them.

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KAISER IS NOT A 
KEEPER OF GIFTS 


Martin Luther’s Letter, Which He 
Accepted From Morgan, Will 
Go to Some Museum.

BERLIN, July 15.—One of Emperor William's es- 
tablished rules is not to keep for his personal use 
or gratification any valuable gifts, 

For instance, when Count Schack gave his fam- 
ous picture gallery to the Emperor in 1894, His 
Majesty accepted it, but immediately presented it 
to the city of Munich, and #ven had a new museum 
constructed to hold the pictures, instead of giving 
way to the temptation to remove the pictures .0 
Berlin as Prussians wished him to do. 

When Villa Falconieri, near Rome, was left to 
the Emperor in the will of Ernest von Mendels- 
sohn, the Emperor accepted it, but immediately 
turned that villa into a home of rest and study 
for artists. 

So Martin Luther’s letter, for which J.-P. Mor- 
gan of New York paid $25,000 and which he after- 
ward gave to the Emperor, probably will eventu- 
ally if not tmmediately go into one of the na- 
tional depositories of historical treasures. 

Emperor William has been sued for possession 
of the royal estate of Cadinen on the ground that 
he accepted it as a gift from a certain Arthur 
Birkner while the latter was mentally irrespon- 
sible.. If he did take it as a gift it would be 


keeping any valuable property presented to him. 

While he was passing through Genoa on his re- 
turn from Corfu to Berlin some of Birkner’s Ital- 
ian heirs threw into his carriage a packet of 
letters bearing oon their suit. Straightway the 
Berlin newspapers received a semi-official intt- 
mation that the claim was absurd, that the Em- 
peror took over the estate at a time when ft was 
heavily mortgaged and ruined by bad husbandry, 
that he accepted responsibility for all the debts and 
allowed Birkner a yearly income of $8000 as pay- 
ment. 

But members of the Italian family named Gian- 
grandi, heirs of Birkner, declare that the Emperor 
received the estate (which has since become very 
valuable owing to the discovery of china clay and 
the establishment of a royal porcelain factory) as 
a gift, not-as a purchase, at a time when Birkner 
was a morphine “fiend.” They now publish a let- 
ter in which the Emperor is a as say- 
ing: 

“I desire to express to you my royal gratitude 
for your good-hearted determination to present to 
me your property at Cadinen and for your true 
patriotic feeling displayed in the gift.” 

It is singular that the claim of Birkner’s heirs 
was not made until 18 years after the transfer and 
just when the Emperor has publicly destribed the 
vast Improvements made on the estate by the 
careful husbandry and a large expenditure of 
money.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 15.—An Amazing 
scandal has#arisen around the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine Constantinovitch, who is charged with 
keeping a beot shop, whose sole object is to get 
money out of officers in the Czar’s army and 
navy. The scandal mongers say that all advance- 
ment in the arm¢ and navy comes through his 
shop, as he takes more interest in the boot trade 
than any other membtr of the Imperial family. 

An officer wants promotion and falls to get it. 
He complains to a superior at the staff office. 
“Yes,” agrees the Superior; “ft fa very hard lines. 
Put tell me, have you ever bought boots at that 
small shop near the cathedral? The Grand Duke 
Constantine takes a great interest in that shop. 
I advise you to get a couple of pairs there, only 
give your name and regiment to the clerk as 
you pay for them.” 

The officer goes to the shop, tries on some 
boots orders a couple of pairs like them and pays 
from $500 to $1000 for them. The bootg are so bad 
that they fall to pfeces in a week. But the of- 
ficer has notice of his promotion even before this 
happens.

Council Refuses to Adjourn 
When Question Is Put to 
J a Vote. 





IN SESSION NEXT WEEK 





Line-Up Shows How mods 
Will Vote When Measure 
Comes Up. 





Commissioner Morfit’s hospital bill, 
which has caused further wrangling | 
between the Kiel and Kreismann fac- 
tions in the Republican. party, has 
still a chance to be put to a vote 
in the House of Delegates at this ses- 
sion. This is due to the fact that the 
Council, at its meeting Friday, re- 
fused to concur in a joint resolu- 
tion for adjournment which already 
had passed the House of Delegates. 

Councilman Espenschied urged that 
adjournment be postponed a week, 
in order to give the House an oppor-. 
tunity to vote on the bill. The vote 
was 5 to 4 against the motion, and 
President Gundlach ruled that this 
was not enough to defeat it, and that 
there was to be no adjournment for 
a week, 

A vote in the House Thursday after- 
noon shows that the bill hag 17 friends 
there This was shown on Delegate 
Hale's motion to suspend the rules and 
put the bill on its passage. Seventeen 


opposed to the bill, against it. A two- 
thirds majority is required to carry a 
motion to suspend the rules. 

The lineup on this vote was as fol- 
lows, indicating the probable vote if 
the bill goes before the House at this 
session: 

Ayes—Barnett, Becker, Bischoff, 
Ebrecht, Eckelmann, Gallagher, Hale, 
Hall, Ittner, Klose, Lahiv, Loeffel, Me- 
thudy, Mohrstadt, Rabenberg, Commer- 
ich, Walker. 

Noes—Eigel, Eilers, Gazzolo, Gevers, 
Giegerich, Gregory, Igoe, ‘McCarthy, 
Oviatt, Scully, Lawton. 

Meaning of Ordinance, 

The ordinance is of wide scope, and 
repeals many sections of the existing 
laws governing the institutions. 

One of the new regulations is to the 
effect that any employe of the Hospital 
Department may be required to serve 
in any institution, as the commissioner 
may direct. Heretofore each employe 
has been appointed for some definite 
institution, @nd has served in that one. 
The new plan makes constant transfers 
and frequent general shake-ups possible. 
An important regulation is that which 
divides all employes of the department 
into two classes,’ Division A, whose 
members shall receive board, lodging 
and laundry work in addition to the 
salary designated by ordinance, and Di- 
vision B, who shall receive salaries only 
Positions ranging from superinten- 
dent, at $200 a month, down to in- 
mate help, at $10, are in Division A. 
Where positions of the same rank are 
in both classes, a difference of $15 
to $25 a month is made in favor of 
those in Division B. to compensate 
them for the cost of living. Thus, 
senior physicians in Division A re- 
ceive $150 a month, and senior physi- 
cians in Division B $175 a month. 
“There shall be ag many employes,” 
the bill states, “as the Hospital Board 
and Commissioner may find to bé nec- 
essary for the proper conduct of the 
Hospital Department, 

Approval Board Requtred. 
Appointments are to be made by the 
commissioner, on recommendation of 
the superintendent or other officer 
under whom the appointees are to 
serve, and approved by the Board. 
Among the positions included in the 
list—there are 656 different sorts of 
employes named in the two divisions 
—are those of dentists, at $150 a 
month without board and lodging, 
Roentgenologist at $100 without, soc- 
lal service worker at $100 without, 
dietitians at $90 with, and chauffeurs 
at $75 without. 

Senior nurses’ pay its fixed at $75 
with board and lodging, $90 without, 
that of junior nurses at $50 with an@ 
$65 without. The lowest pay for phy- 
sicians is that of junior assistants, $25 
with and $50 without . 
Another section provides for the sta- 
tioning of two city firemen at each in- 
stitution under the Hospital Department, 
and at the Industrial School. 
‘The same superintendent can be placed 
over more than one institution, under 
& regulation providing that the Hospita! 
Board may determine what institution 
or institutions each one shall control. 
Am exception is made in the case of 
the Sanitarium (formerly known as the 
Asylum for the Insane), whose superin- 
tendent is required to live there and to 
give all his time to it. 
The section relating to the visiting 
staff is so amended as to provide that 
members can be suspended by the Com- 
missioner on complaint of the super- 
intendent, and that the board, on receiv- 
ing a report of such a suspension, sha]! 
take such action as it deems proper. 
The committees of the visiting staff, it 
is provided, shall not contain two mem- 
bers of the same medica! college faculty. 
No Clinic Against Will. 
One of the rules regarding the treat- 


tient shall be made the subject of a 
Clinic, lecture or demonstration against 
his will. Children under 10 years of age 
may be accompanied to the hospital by 
parents. Convalescent patients may be 
required to do such work as will not 
retard their recovery. Patients who 
have recovered and are homeless may, 
with the Commissioner’sa consent, re- 
main until they can find émployment or 
get help from friends. 

The terms of members of the resident

eal employes of the institutions, includ- 
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{ing stenographers and bookkeepers, 
must be registered voters.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., July 15.—The Os- 
teopathic Society, through Dr. Norman 
D. Mattison, its president, has published 
experiments which show, it is asserted, 
that pulling or twisting a dog’s tail will 
give the dog diabetes. The experiments 
were intended to prove that certain or- 
ganic diseases are caused by bone le- 
sions. 

Dogs that had been rescued from the 
pound were carefully examined before 
the tests to prove them sound. They 
were then chloroformed and an operator 
pulled or twisted the tail—‘‘rotated the 
caudal end,’’ as it is:scientifically called 
—until dislocations were produced. 

The animals were then carefully segre- 
gated. From two to seven weeks after- 
wards they were chloroformed to death. 
Each showed diabetes or other kidney 
disorders, in-some cases severe enough 
to cause death.

She_authorized them to handle her 
property, amounting to $90,000 in 
value, but, incumbered to the extent 
of some $43,000. Her agreement with 
them, she alleged in her suit, was 
that they should clear her title to her 
home, at King’s highway and Forest 
Park boulevard, sell a part of the 
other realty, so as to meet the in- 
debtedness on the rest, and place her 
in possession of unincumbered prop- 
erty which should yield her about 
$299 a month in rentals. 

Then began a series of complicated 
transactions which were described at 
xreat length, from the viewpoint of 
both plaintiff and defendants, in the 
testimony and arguments. The gen- 
eral effect of the transactions, as de- 
scribed by Commissioner Blair in his 
decision, was that “Storm, the agent, 
now occupies the position with re- 
spect to the property in which he un- 
dertook, as agent, to place his prin- 
cipal.”

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How Deals Were Made. 
At foreclosure sales various parts of 
the Witte property were bought by 
persons who, it. was afterward 
charged, represented Storm, and who 
eventually transferred the property 
to Storm.

This property was sold under <« $2000 
deed of trust, and was bid in by C. J. 

Storm and Farish then wrote to 
Mrs. Witte that they had been appoint- 
ed by Kehoe. because of their familiar- 
ity with the property, as his agents, 
and that she could live there, for the, 
time being, for a rent of $1 to $ a 
month. Later a suit for ejectment was 
instituted, and Kehoe, obtaining pos- 
session of the property, transferred it 
to Edward H. Brockmeyer, who had 
figurcd in a number of transactions as 
a representative of Storm and “arish. 
It was later sold, in two parcels, to 
Mrs. Eda K. Meyer and Lula Young. 
Property fronting 105 feet at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Randolph street. con- 
taining five houses, Was sold under 
foreclosure, and was conveyed by 
Brockmeyer to the Storm Real Estate

Statute of Limitation Rule. 


The Supreme Court held that the 
statute of limitations did not begin to 
apply until Mrs, Witte gained an un- 
derstanding of the transaction by 
which her home was taken from her.

KILLS NATIVE OF 
NEW YORK CITY 


Former Watchman at Quaran- 
tine Is Stricken With the 
Fatal Disease. 








SEVERAL OTHER’ CASES 





Ships Are Being Detained and 
Every Precaution Taken by 
Health Officials. 





By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 15.—The death to- 
day of Patrick Cushing, a former day 
watchman at the Hoffman Island Quar- 
antine Station, in New York Bay, from 
Asiatic cholera has aroused: apprehen- 
sion in New York of the spread of the 
scourge, and vigorous steps were taken 
to stamp out possible sources of infec- 
tion. 

Health Officer Doty says there is no 
cause for alarm. A strict quarantine 
has been established at the home of 
Cushineg’s widow and four children. 

In the opinion of Dr. Doty, Cushing 
contracted the disease from a so-called 
cholera carrier as there had been no 
recognized case of cholera on Hoffman 
Island for 17 days prior to his leaving 
there. As soon as the first case oc- 
curred among passengers of the de- 
tained steamer Moltke, Dr. Doty insti- 
tuted a search for Cushing, and learned 
he was in the hospital. 

Died in Hospital. 

A deputy health officer examined 

Cushing and ordered his removal to the 


Swinburne Island hospital where he 
died. 
While Cushing’s death reveals the 


first native case of cholera in the pres- 
ent epidemic, three deaths from the 
disease have occurred at Swinburne 
Island in the last three days, According 
to Dr. Doty, six other cases exist at 
Quarantine. Two of these are serious. 
Three of the six were brought in by 
the steamer Perugia last night from 
Naples. The Perugia is still at Quaran- 
tine. The other three were among pas- 
sengers and crew of the Moltke which 
arrived from Naples on July 5. ) 

There are now under observation at 
Quarantine 205 steerage passengers and 
43 of the crew of the Moltke. 

Charges Are Made. 

This tally does not agree with that 

of Charles Dushkind, counsel for im- 
migrants, who recently made charges 
against Dr. Doty that are being in- 
vestigated by a special commission. 
Dushkind attempted at the inquiry to 
prove by Charles Leavitt, a carpen- 
ter at Hoffman Island, that there are 
10 new cases there. Leavitt said he 
had heard sucha report, but did not 
know how authentic it was. 
Leavitt said om the stand, however, 
that he had disregarded the cholera 
quarantine and came last night to 
his home on the East Side here, wear- 
ing his working clothes, which had 
not been fumigated.

CONDITIONS ARE HARD 





Weymann Will Represent Ameri- 
ca in Contest Against 
European Stars. 





LONDON, July 15.—England is to wit- 
ness this month one of the most ambi- 
tious attempts at long distance aero- 
planing yet seen In a circuit of the 
island over a course of 1010 miles for @ 
prize of $50,000 offered by the Daily 
Mail. 

The chief point of interest to Amer- 
icans will be the appearance of Charles 
T. Weymann, who as the representative 
of the United States, won the [nterna- 
tional Aviation Cup at East Church, 
July 1. He is the only American entrant 
expected to make a notable showing 
against the flying men of Europe whe 
will compete. 

The latter include Beaumont, winner 
of the recent European circuit competi- 
tion; Vedrines, who finished first in 
the Paris-to-Madrid race, and Valentine 
the Englishman, who competed in the 
Suropean cireuit. 

Longest Flight 182 Miles, 

The course is divided into sections 
ranging from 20 to 182 miles in length. 
The race starts Saturday, July 22, at 
Brooklands, but the day’s task is only 

sort of tuning flight of 20 miles to 
Hendon, where the competitors will 
rest over Sunday. 

Monday morning they will begin the 
stage of 343 miles from Hendon to 
Edinburgh. En route théy will halt, 
after 182 miles, at Harrowgate, and aft- 
er another 68 miles at Newcastle, thence 
over a flight of 93 miles to the Scottish 
capital. 
The third stage is from Edinburgh to 
Glasgow and thence to Bristol, alto- 
gether 885 miles, with stops at Stirling 
(31 miles), Glasgow (22 miles), Carlisle 
(86 miles), Manchester (102 miles), Bris- 
tol (141 miles). 

Conditions Are Hard, 

The fourth stage from «Bristol to 
Brighton, is 224 miles. Stops are to be 
made at Exeter (65 miles) and Salis- 
bury Plain (83 miles) the final stage to 
Brighton being 76 miles and lastly a 
short flight of #4 miles will be made 
from Brighton to the starting point at 
the Brooklands motor racing field. ; 

Whether any of the competitors will 
complete the race is doubtless as the 
conditions, in the opinion of experts, are 
almost impossible of fulfillment. More 
depends on the stability of the machines 
than has been required in any previous 
race. The men must do the eircuit of 
more than one thousand miles practical- 
ly with their machines intact. The most — 
important parts of each machine are 
to be marked and these parts must be 
kept together throughout the course,

City Offices Will Begin Moving 
to Ground Floor Early 
Next Month. 








JUVENILE COURT FIRST 





Health Department Will Follow 
in Few Weeks, Vacating Old 
City Hall. * 





In another month the moving of city 
offices into the new $1,250,000 Municipal 
Courts Building, at Thirteenth and Mar- 
ket streets, will 

The offices that are to have quarters 
in the new building will be moved into 


the new building as quickly as its dif- 
ferent parts are completed. The Juve- 
nile Court will be the first to move. 
The south end of the ground floor of 
the new building is expected to be ready 
for its occupancy Aug. 15. 

Juvenile Court Ready. 

The Juvenile Court is now in the 
basement of the city hal!. As soon as 
it goes into the new building a power 
plant will occupy the entire basement 
of the city hall to furnish power and 
light for both the city hall and the new 
building. 

The Health Department will be moved 
from the old city hall building at 
Eleventh and Chestnut streets, into the 
new building, where space has been 
assigned it on the grou..d floor. The 
quarters for the Health Department are 
to be finished Sept. 1, except for lights. 
Temporary arrangement for lights will 
be made until November, when the new 
power plant in the basement of the city 
hall will have been completed. 

There will also be a testing laboratory 
for all city departments on the ground 
floor of the new building. The labora- 
tory is now at Eagle road and King’s 
highway and is conducted as part of the 
water department. 

Decoration Is Postponed. 
The new building is of the French 
rennaissance style of architecture. It 
is of Bedford limestone while the corri- 
dors are finished in German metlach 
and the interior walls are of Caen 
stone. Nine months or a year will be 
allowed for the plaster to dry before 
the interior decorations are begun. 
There is from $12,000 to $15,000 at the 
disposal of the Board of Public Im.- 
provements for the interior painting. 
George Julian Zolnay, who has been 
commissioned to design the statue of 
Laclede which will be in front of the 
building, departed Friday for France to 
Study the costumes worn by the gentry 
of France in Laclede’s time. 
The first contract for the building 
was let Aug. 13, 1909. The original 
plans called for a tower that would 
cost $75,000, but it was later decided 
not to build this tower. The build- 
ing was so constructed that the tow- 
er may be added at any time. 

Second Floor Not Ready. 
It will be several more months be- 
fore the second floor is ready for oc- 
cupancy by what is now the Clark 
Avenue Police Court and the two 
Courts of Criminal Correction in the 
Four Courts, 
On the third floor will be the grand 
jury rooms and the Coroner's office. 
Space had also been allotted for Po- 
lice Headquarters and the _ Police 
Board offices on this floor, but these 
departments have recently decided to 
remain in their present quarters, 
On the fourth floor will be the 
criminal courts, the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s offices, the office of the Clerk 
of the Court of Criminal Correction 
and the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fices, 
The basement is to be used for 
heating and ventilating machigery 
and for storage rooms. 
Each courtroom will have its own 
suite of offices for judges, lawyers 
and witnesses. The building is so 
designed that the general public will 
not come in contact with the court 
officers, attaches and witnesses. They

TAFT WORRIED 
ABOUT SENATE 
WOOL SCHEDULE 


La Follette Measure Passage by 
Combine of Insurgents and 
~ Democrats Predicted. 








WASHINGTON, July 15.—If Sen- 
ators Smoot and Crane, Republicans, 
and Williams, Democrat, prove true 
prophets, President Taft will have to 
solve one of the hardest problems 
of his administration before the ad- 
journment of the special session of 
Congress. 

According to these three senators, 
all of whom talked with the Presi- 
dent today, the Senate, through a 
combination of Democrats and insur- 
gents, will pass the La Follette bill 
revising the wool schedule of the 
present tariff. 

The House already has passed a 
wool bill which differs materially 
from that drawn by Senator La Fol- 
lette, buc, according to the same un- 
official prophets, it would accept the 
latter measure rather than get no bill 
at all. President Taft, it is pointed 
out, then would be face to face with 
one of the most difficult questions 
that has come before him. He Has 
called the present wool schedule “in- 
defensible.” 

The Tariff Board has promised to 
furnish data for a scientific revision 
of that schedule by December, and in 
many of his later speeches the Presi- 
dent has declared that he opposed any 
revision not based upon the investi- 


gation of the board. He has placed 
himself in opposition to what he has 
termed “unscientific,” and “hap- 
hazard” tariff “tinkering,” indicating 
plainly that he would prefer Con- 
gress to wait until the Tariff Board 
has made its report. 

The President, it was said today, 
has confided to few people his future 
course of action if a wool revision bff 
should be put up to him. It is be- 
lieved now, however, that he would 
veto the La Follette bill and in his 
veto message make a defense to the 
country for such action.

He 
had acquired 24 sections of land in 
Woodward County, Oklahoma, and, ac- 
cording to the testimony given at his 
trial, secured it by tmducing = school 
teachers to settle on and “prove up’’ 
homestead claims, and then relinquish 
them to him. 

He paid the teachers from $200 to $500 
apiece.

LITTLE ROCK ASKS U. S.

Typhoid Expert Is on Way From 
Washington to Arkansas 
Capital. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 15.—Fol- 
lowing an appeal to the Federal author- 
ities at Washingto~ for aid in fighting 
an epidemic of typhoid fever in Little 
Kock, Gov. Donaghey was today advised 
that Dr. W. H. Frost, an expert in toe 
National Hygenic Laboratory, is now 
on his way to this city. 

Dr. Frost is being sent to make a 
thorough investigation of conditions 
here. The City Council has charged 
that the epidemic is due to impure city 
aater. 

Dr. Hoffman, chairman of the Board 
of Health, reports there are no bacilli in 
the water that would produce typhoid 
fever, but that the area of infection 
lies within three blocks of the city park, 
where the Confederate reunion camp 
was located. He declares the disease, 
which became epidemic several weeks 
ago is due to a lack of sanitary pre- 
cautions.

President B. F. Bush of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad has inaugurated a new 
policy of friendliness and candor toward 
the public, and to further it, announce- 
ment was made yesterday that he 
has engaged John WW. . Kearney, 
widely known as a publicity man, 

Kearney’s duty will be two-fold—to 
acquaint the public with any important 
steps the railroad takes or any other 
news concerning it; and to develop ter- 
ritory along the road. What his title 


will be has not been determined. 

The work will be under Bush’s per- 
sonal direction, and thé various depart- 
ments will report to Kearney whatever 
improvement in service, roadbed or 
equipment they are planning. 

“It is Mr. Bush’s theory,’ Kearney 
said in discussing his appointment, 
“that the interests of a railroad and 
the people’ along its lines are iden- 
tical. He thinks that instead of be- 
ing secretive and encouraging a 
hostile attitude, the road ought ito 
promote friendliness and good will. 

“Therefore he wants the _ public 
to know anything it is interested in 
about the Missouri! Pacific, and he 
wants me to let them know. 

“Mr. Bush likes to meet the peo- 
ple along the road, and will spend 
part of his time getting acquainted 
with them. He wants to help de- 
velop unworked Missouri lands, to». 
Of course the road will get returns 
on its trouble and money when sucn 
sections are settled. 

“Soils will be tested, to determine

Evils must be met, compen- 
sated and removed as best we can, and individ- 
uals must be protected from harm by all the re- 
sources of science and of education; but it is 
not in the power of any individual nor of any 
nation to stem the tide of progress; and to with- 
draw from the struggle, if it were possible, would 
be to live an abnormal life.” 


HE hopeful aspect of our 
high-tension’ life is jus- 
tified by the writer as follows: 
“Everywhere in times of 
imental greatest progress, when the 
race has seemed to be emerg- 
overwork. ing’ into a new stage of 
- existence, such intoxicating 
impulses seem to have increased in intensity. 
Times of great excitability and intensity and of 
imperféct contro] have always preceded great 
controlled activities. This is illustrated in an- 
cient history by the periods of progress and 
culturé in Greece, and later by the Renaissance 
in Europe. The same characteristics can be 
seen in our Mational life today. There is high 
intensity, ideals far in advance of achievement, 
strain, rapidly unfolding powers, imperfect 
control.” 

After all, then, for those who merge them- 
selves intensely with the modern spirit of prog- 
ress, the nervous life is the only existence, and 
the only alternative is surrender or ahnihilation. 
What is to be done? First of all, having rec- 
ognized the nervous type, we can discard a lot 
or Old theories and traditions, which 4Sre little 
better than superstitions. Among them is the 
belief in hereditary ills. 

“The current of scientific thought,” says Dr. 
Partridge, “is now away from this view. 

“Acquired weakness of the parent plays a less 
part in the ¢areer of the child than was once sup- 
posed, and much of thg theory of hereditary 
{118 must be cast aside with such superstitions as 
those about the marking of infants. The pres- 
ent tendency is to look within the life of the 
individual for the explanation o: his weakness, 
before heredity is drawn upon.” 

Eye-strain is another of the things to whic. 
too much importance has been attached, Dr. 
Partrfdge says. He declares it is often mistaken 
for a fundamental] cause of disorder, when it is 
only a contributing cause, or perhaps a result of 
more obscure causes. Among the major factors in 
the development of unfavorable pathological con- 
ditions, he enumerates auto-intoxication and the 
production in the body of toxins which directly 
affect “the nervous system. Foods, emotions, 
muscle fatigue and other processés a8 get ob- 
scure, Often create mental or nervous conditions 
without apparent relation to unhygienie activity. 

Dr. Partridge proceeds’ without mercy to ex- 
plode the theory that much of our modern illness 
is caused by menta] 6verwork. It is rather, he 
says, failure to properly select ‘the work one 
shal} 40, or inability to edapt the mind to certain 
work, that creates the trouble. In other words,

“These thoughts apply to the 
use of the forbidden articles and 
to the so-called poisons, such as 
alcohol, coffee and tea.

_, On physiological] grounds, so far as we know, it 
ie safe to say they should be, or at least that 


one to do what he knows to be unhygieric. But 
when this situation is considered broadly, it 
will be seen that hygiene is a very complex 
science. The physiological is but a part of it. 


“We shall see Jater many reasons for: believing 
that there is less conflict betwen juty and health 
than is generally believed; that hard work, when 
done in the spirit of loyalty, is itsclf the most 
healthful of actsvities, and oftentimes saving and 
curative of both body and mind, in ways as yet 
imperfectly understood. 

“The day can be called the unit of life. If a 
man can learn to live wisely for one day, he can 
be said to have succeeded, in a great measure, in 
solving his personal problem. In other words, 
one must have as a central] thought of his plan 
of life, a conception of a day which represents 
for him the most effective day of which he is 
capable. 

“It is safe to assert that if one four a day of 
useful activity could be added to the productive 
life of man, even if the quality of the work were 


not changed, most of the economic problems would 


be solved. ‘ And there are few lves that could 
not be made to yield this energy, by practicing 
only those best known principles of economy 
which are ready at hand.” 

Getting down to the practical problem, he who 
would make the most of the nervous life must 
cotsider the question of ordering his day. 

Food, drink, sleep, rest, relaxation, recreation, 
exercise, work, thought habits, contro] and train- 
ing of the emotions, the formation and suppres- 
sion of habits and the resources of suggestion 
are to be considered. sNothing which can be 
pressed into the service of the nervous life should 
be overlooked, says Dr. Partridge. He advises 
inspection of the new mental cults and health 
systems; and at the same time he warns the 
reader against “fool” optimism, shallow psychol- 
ogy, untried thedries and systems of “psycho- 
therapeutics,” and extremes in diet, bathing and 
exercise. All these things should be studied and 
compared for just what they are worth, and that 
worth wil] depend in a large measure on the 
needs of the individual, Dr. Partridge says. 





| ee of all, if you would 

follow his directions, do 
not resort-to “test-tube phys- 
iology” in the matter of diet. 
He points out that there are 
two extremes of opinion on 
this question. There are those 
who say diet has nothing to 
do with our ills, and there are others who de- 
clare it‘ is responsible for practically all disease. 
It is best, he says, to find a happy mean in this 
respect. Be ever alert for improvements, yet 
put no faith in anything which will not stand 
repeated experiment according to the individual 
needs. Rid yourself of the fear of indigestion 
by widening your diet and permitting natural 
appetite to prevail] and guide the way. 

Dr. Partridge admits, however, that some foods 
are under suspicion, and justly so. Sugar and 
lean meat. h@ says, apparently are necéssary for 
the motor worker, but thelr worth to the mental 
worker. is a matter of doubt.’ Sugar, by fermenta- 
tion in the stomach, and meat, by decomposition 
in the digestive tract, are believed to be partly 
or wholly responsible for auto-intoxication, which 
ts nothing more than self-poisoning by the ab- 
sorption, through tbe intestinal walls, of toxins 
creatéd by decomposed or fermented substances 
that have not been reduced satisfactorily by the 
digestive process. Salt and all high seasoning, 
when used to excess, respectively deteriorate the 
tissues and destroy of interfere with the natural 


tastes and appetites.

health and energies, need not, 
and indeed must not, forego 
everything that others enjoy; 
for they thus become even 
more isolated and eccentric. 
It may even be better, hygien- 
ically, to endure actua] distress from indiscre- 
tion than to shut one’s self up within the circle 
of too narrow habits.” 

It is not true, the author says, that activity must 
follow eating, that hearty eating snould precede 
heavy work and that eating at night or before 
sleeping is dangerous. He. believes, however, 
the nervous worker had better cut down his daily 
supply of food, even if he denies himself only long 
enough to find out whether he is suffering from 
over-eating. Very few persons starve, but thou- 
sands are continually il] from over-eating. Diet, 
however, is not yet a subject of exact scientific 
knowledge, this author tells us, and it must 
be regulated wholly by the individual. “Nature 
is too complex to be pressed into a single for- 
mula,” says Dr. Partridge. 

So much has been said and written avout, bath- 
ing that little was left for the author of “The 
Nervous Life.” He nevertheless takes advantage 
of an opportunity to question the value of the cold 
* plunge bath, which is generally supposed to have 
great tonic and reconstructive values. 

“The very cold plunge is now open to much ques- 
tion.” he writes, “and at least it can be said to 
be unnecessary.” 

Dr. Partridge advises “education” of the skin, 
a process of great importance, undoubtedly, when 
we reflect on his assertion that all the senses 
have been derived from the skin. The necessity 
of bathing is emphasized in the following para- 
graph: 

“It can be asserted confidently that very few 
know the extent to which water can be used to 
preserve and attain health. By its use, not only

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can the temperature sense be educated, the body 
kept cleaned of many poisons, but the body 
can bé hardened to weather and privation, menta] 
activity controlled, sleep habits improved, heart 
and blood vessels trained, the nervous system 
stimulated or soothed; indeed, the uses of water 
dre so many tbat it is difficult to enumerate or 
describe them all. Tifls need not seem strange, 
if we recall that for millions of years, al] animal 
forms, including the progenitors of the human 
race, lived in the sea.” 

As a substitute for the cold plunge; Dr. Partridge 
recommends tne cold air bath; for sleeplessness, 
the prolonged hot bath; for mental fatigue, the 
warm bath at bedtime, and as a tdnie of special, 


_ value, the sun bath. 


“What we have lost by covering the body with 
clothing we do not know,” he says in discussing 
the value of sun bathing. Olive oi] and cocoa 
butter rubs undoubtedly are of value in nervous 
afflictions, he says. 

The victim of the nervous life should wear 
light clothing, says Dr. Partridge, although ex- 
posure resulting in bodily chill is not advocated. 
He says: 





oT principle involved is 
that the whole body, 
work and not merely the lungs, 

needs fresh, cold air. One 
conducive may die of poisons retained 
to long in the body, with mouth 
life. and nose exposed to - the 
most abundant supply of pur- 
est air. The breathing power of the skin should 
be cultivated. ‘ 

“Now that a ‘cold,’ and many other ills once 
thought due to cold air, are known to be germ dis- 
eases, the only objection to fresh air i; removed. 
The popular notion still prevailing about cold is 
certainly mistaken. Whatever one may contract 
by exposure, it is not usually a cold, and even 
the belief that wet feet are aangerous to health 
must in part at least be abandoned. 

Dr. Patridge calls attention to the value of ex 
ercise, but warns his reader that it may b» easily 
overdone. ‘‘We have changed as a race in a very 
few generations from a motor to a sedentary 
life,” he tes us. ‘here is an Ola saying that 
when the health has been lost through the mind 
it must be regained through the musc!.;. This 
is but a partial truth and thereforc a dangerous 
one. It is quite true that when the health has 
been lost through the muscles it must be re- 
gained througn the mind. Thousands are now 
doing physical work who are better adapted to, 
and need, more mental work. Nervous break- 
down is now very common among farm classes, 
and there is more insanity among them than 
among any other class. 

“Mental work is not, of itself, dangerous to 
health, as the long, happy Hives of many mental 
workers well prove. Uninteresting ~lysical work, 
done merely to bufld up the body and to regain 
health, usually fails of the purpose, for strong 
interest is the only saving state of mind, and 
without this indispensable element health de- 
teriorates. 

“It can be said of us as a nation that we do 
not play enougn light games. We make work of 
our play, if we play at all. Most mental workers 
need to play more games, and to learn to play 
them for the game and not merely for the ex- 
ercise. If a game is merely endured for the 
sake of the benefit that can be derived from it, 
it will do but little good; for bodily activity witb- 
out mental enthusiasm is unnatural.” 

Dr. Partridge’s general advice as to physical 
culture is that one begin slowly and gradually 
to build up a system adapted to his own needs, 
not overlooking the great value of deep breathing. 

Of all the hints in the book, those about sleep 
and rest probably are of most value to the suf- 
fering victim of the nervous life. 

“Most people sleep enouch,” says the author, 
“but few know how to rest when awake. We 
need to recall that the upright position is a

In explaining just what happens when smok- 
ing ab old pipe, Dr. Reckitt says that the action 
of the nicotine on the heart causes a sort of air 
hunger. The respiration center is overstimulated 
in consequence of the want of tone fn the first 
beat of the heart. It also seems evident, he says, 
that the smoking of an old pipe saturated with 
concentrated nicotine and tobacco juires of many 
rears’ standing is the means of introducing into 
the system such a continuous amount of the 
poison daily that it indirectly, through {ts action 
on the heart, affects the smokers’ respiration,

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How to Make the Infants’ Shoes 


ITTLE embroidered shoes are most acceptable gifts for a 
baby and are quite easy to make. 
may be used on heavy linen, pique, broadcloth or silk, and 
may be worked in French or eyelet embroidery, 


The design given here 


The scalloped edges should be well padded with stitches run- 
ning lengthwise and covered with a buttonhole stitch put close to- 
gether to give them a substantial look. 

The soles may be sewn to the tops with over and over stitches, 
buttonholed with the stitches laid close together or bound with 
narrow ribbon. 

To do the eyelet embroidery, first run the outlines ground 
with very small stitches, then punch the centers open with a 
stiletto or cut them out and work over and over the line of running 
stitches, keeping them small and close together. 

The design given here is for an infant in its first ghort 
clothes, but may be made larger or smaller by adding or taking 
off a little to the lower edge and back seam and'to the sole when 
cutting out. These little shoes are considered quite smart for a 
baby not yet beginning to walk and are usually made to match 
the material of the coat and cap.

Mrs. Jatkson Gouraud is in Paris and is al- 
ways with theatrical folk. The Chatham grill 
room furnishes the congenial atmosphere she 
loves. She has just put off her deep mourning 
and now attires herself in the second degree, 
which furnishes ample opportunity for wonderful 
and artistic combinations. 

Her principal hobby, next to the $25,000 bed- 
room of her apartment, just off the Champs 
Elysees, is her collection pf gowns, hats and man- 
tles, which probably surpasses in number that of 
any other individual woman in Paris. Every 
article of attire in it is in the purples, blacks and 
whites of second mourning. She gives no thought 
to cost, but insists that every article contain 
new ideas and combinations of materials and 
also that it be unlike anything seen elsewhere. 

One of her most stunning garments is a mantle 
which she has already worn several times. It is 
made of heavy steel beads woven into purple 
chiffon cloth so closely that it resembles a coat of 
mail.

The greatest extravagance prevafis among tie 
rich. On a conservative basis of $250 for each 
gown, the cost of enough gowns to give a Paris. 
lady distinction for an entire day is not leas” 
than $2500. Every woman wants to be thé first 
at the races with a dazzling new gown, and, fh, 
same rivalry prevails with respect to the opera, 
the cafes and the promenades. 

The remarkable extent of this extravagance is 
demonstrated more forcibly in the fact that the 
extremely wealthy Parisienne never wears t 
same dress more than once a week. From eight , 
to twelve dresses therefore are necessary for each 
day, and if a woman expécts to de “conspicuous 
in the swirl of fashion, she mist have not lése 
than sixty gowns.

MISS HELEN TAFT POPULAR IN WASHINGTON SOCIETY 


EW girls have ever been more feted in 
their first season in society than Miss 
Helen Taft. Her first season as a de- 
butante has just ended, after a suc- 
cession of entertainments rarely if ever 
equaled in the history. of Washington society. 
For the next two months she will enjoy a rest 
at her father’s summer home at Beverly, confin- 
irg her social activities to entertaining her friends 
from time to time on the yacht Mayflower, which 
is at the disposal of the President’s family. 
Scarcely a night since the afternoon of Dec. 1, 
when she was formally presented to society, has 
Miss Taft been free. The most elaborate balls 
and receptions have been given by ambitious 
and admiring friends in her honor. No White 
House debutante has ever been the fecipient of 
more attention, despite the fact that she will not 
be 20 years old until next August. 
Since her debut she has been more in the fore- 


front of society than her mother, who, of course; © 


is the first lady of the land. And recently a 


diamond solitaire which sparkles on the third 


finger of her left hand has aroused much curi- 
osity. Though comparatively small, this jewel 
has attracted more attention than the splendid 
gems of many lands, which are daily seen in 
the drawing rooms of the capital. 

If it is an engagement ring there are likely to 
be many wounded hearts among the young fel- 
lows of the diplomatic corps, for Miss Taft is tre- 
mendously popular. She is an excellent type of 
the attractive, up-to-date American girl. Slightly 
more than 5 feet 8 inches in height, with clear 
blue eyes and thick hair of a luxurious golden 
brown, she is easily the most popular girl in 
Washington society. But the watchful eyes of 
her friends have failed to discern a marked pref- 
erence on her part for any particular one of her 
loyal suitors, so if she is engaged the name of 
the man who has won her is still her own secret. 

White House debutantes have graced many ad- 
ministrations and been responsible for much of 
the gayety of the national capital. 

The old-timers in Washington society still re- 
member the glories of the debutante days of Miss 
Harriet Lane, niece.of President Buchanan, who 
entertained the young Prince of Wales, after- 


ward Edward VII. 
In the Lincoln regime two debutantes were 
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presented, Miss Edwards and Miss Mary Wallace. 
The Johnson administration also had a debutante 
in a young niece of President Johnson, a Miss 
Still of Tennessee. 

The next debutante was the first to-be called 
the “Daughter of the Nation,” Nellie Grant. Her 
successor, Miss Platt, a niece of President Hayes, 











was not so well known. The Rooseveit aenutan- 
tes, Miss Alice and Miss Ethel, are matters of 
recent history, but never has any White House 
debutante been the recipient of so much enter- 
taining as has Miss Helen Taft. 

As many will remember, Miss Taft’s debut 
was one of the most brilliant affairs 6f¢ ‘its 
kind ever held in Washington. And it was’ also 
the occasion of what is said to have been the 
finest floral display the White House ever knew. 

For the first 10 days after this important event 
in her life there was a succession, of formal din- 








ners and dances. Then experienced hostesses 
like Mrs. Leiter, Mrs. John B. Henderson, Mra 
Crowninshield, the Countess von Bernstorff, Mrs. 
Elson Bradley and Mrs. John B, McLean took s 
hand. :

A few days later Mrs. John B. Henderson 
pave another old-fashioned dance in honor of the 
White House debutante.

The 
dance took place in the great circular ballroom o* 
the Henderson mansion, the walls of which ar:

John R. McLean prepared a wonderfu) 
fete of flowers and music and favors at the co- 
tillion which she gave for Miss Taft soon after 
Christmas. The favore were jeweled bandeaus 
for the hair, fans 8f rare workmanship amd other 
glittering baubles. 

The dance given by the Secfetary of the Treas- 
ury and Mrs. MacVeagh was the first fete to be 
held in their new home, which is one of the 
wonders of the capital. This occasion was not on: 
surprise, but a succession of surprises. When the 
first guest arrived the immense pipe organ be- 
gan to play joyous é she. The ‘guests danced in 
a reproduction of t.2 Salle de Gardes at Fon- 
tainbleu, with hand Mluminated walls and swing- 
ing lamps which flooded the rooms with mellow 
light.
